In its first report to Gov. Ronald 
Reagan and the legislature, the state 
Environmental 
Quality 
Study Council 
Thursday presented far-reaching recom­ 
mendations to prevent California from 
becoming one huge “ depressing urban 
sprawl.” 
The council urged the state to im­ 
mediately adopt a “ population-distribu- 
tion policy” and use all its power over 
water, power and transportation devel- 
opment to put it into effect.____________ 


“ Our beautiful state is in severe dan­ 
ger of being destroyed as a desirable 
place to live,” said the 22-member coun­ 
cil, chaired by Orange County Super­ 
visor David L. 
Baker. 
“ Our lush orange and walnut groves, 
our vineyards, our primeval sagebrush 
country, our secluded valleys, our me­ 
andering streams, our majestic moun­ 
tains, and our windswept beaches are 
going—and they are going fast, replaced; 
largely by depressing urban sprawl.” 


The council’s gloomy report continued 
that, “ it is even questionable whether 
major portions of the state will be 
capable of supporting tolerable human 
life within several more decades.” 


But the council said it would be “ ex- 
tremely difficult” for California to re­ 
verse its deteriorating environment. 
“ It is neither easy nor pleasant to 
adopt policies unpopular with powerful 
vested interests,” the report said. “ It 
will take almost superhuman political 
will to do so.” 
Among its population distribution pro­ 
posals, the council suggested a series 
of tax incentives could be established 
to attract industry to certain areas of 
the state and “ people will follow.” 


The council, 
created by the 
1968 
legislature and organized last year, also 
recommended that state government: 
—“ Go slow” on all major public works 


projects which would adversely affect the 
environment. 
-D evise a master plan in which land 
is developed for 
its 
“ highest 
use,” 
based on “ environmental quality consid­ 
erations.” 
—Tighten its control over automible 
smog. 
-Build freeways “ in order to alle­ 
viate noise conditions in surrounding 
areas.” 
-Require use of building materials 
which tend to be “ noise-deadening.”

Board to take 
second look at

Directors of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District, last night, voted 
to seek one more look at the Lompoc 
Project feasibility report before the 
County Water Agency decides on the fate 
of the controversial issue. 
The action was on the insistence of 
Gary Dunlap, who has sought to reverse 
the board’s original lukewarm recom­ 
mendation. 
Bureau of Reclamation officials are 
expected to have the report in the hands 
of water agency members by mid-March. 
No action was taken on Dunlap’s sug­ 
gestion that the board might want to 
employ an outside engineer to study dis­ 
crepancies between bureau figures on the 
Lompoc Project and figures by Thomas 
Stetson, district engineer. Councilman 
Brooks Speight, speaking from the floor 
said the employment of a third - party 
engineer might aid the city in its posi­ 
tion favoring the project. 
“Then you could either reaffirm your 
original stand or modify it,” Speight 
said. 
Andrew Petersen, board president said 
he thought the board’s original recom­ 
mendation had included a request for an­ 
other look at the report, but said he 
would go along with a resolution to re­ 
affirm the request with the water agency. 
The board’s recommendation on the 
Lompoc Project was made before Dun­ 
lap took office. As it now stands the 
board is (Mi record favoring the proj­ 
ect only as a last resort and then only 
when needed. 
In other action the board meeting in 
Lompoc: 
-Beard a progress report on Stetson’s 
recommendations on a series of water 
quality standards that will be aired at a 
public hearing in Lompoc on Feb. 13. 
Stetson told the board that local water 
enties would have no trouble meeting 
the proposed new standards. He asked for 
a periodic review of the standards, for 
clarification of enforcement by 
the

and for a continuance of the public 
hearing to resolve water quality prob­ 
lem s at Lake Cachuma.

“ The most substantial

Smoking 
dogs get 
cancer

(UPI)—Two 
scientists said Thursday 14 of 
86 beagles 
they trained to 
smoke developed lung cancer. 
They claimed this was the first 
direct 
cause and-effect proof 
that cigarette smoking causes 
cancer. 
Dr. E. Cuyler Hammond and 
Dr. Oscar Auerbach, of the 
Veterans Administration Hospi­ 
tal, East Orange, N.J., reported 
their findings at an American 
Cancer Society conference. 
A society spokesman said the 
studies “ effectively refute con­ 
tentions by cigarette manufac­ 
turing interests that there was 
no cigarette-cancer link, and 
many claims to the contrary 
were only statistical.” 
The 
Tobacco Institute 
in 
Washington issued a statement 
Thursday saying, “ It is impos­ 
sible to 
draw 
a meaningful 
parallel between human smok­ 
ing and dogs subjected to these 
tests.” 
Hammond and Auer­ 
bach denied 
stress was in­ 
volved in the tests. 
vThe scientists used"M dogs in 
their 
tests. All 
had tubes 
inserted in their throats for 
smoking. Eight of the beagles, 
called controls, were the only 
ones not taught to smoke, but 
they lived in the same cages 
with the smokers. 
Hammond and Auerbach said 
they got their cancer informa­ 
tion from 62 dogs who were 
trained to smoke nine unfiltered 
cigarettes daily for up to 875 
days. Fourteen of them deve­ 
loped lung cancer. 
Twenty-four of the beagles in 
the 
two 
“ heavy” 
smoking 
groups died by the 875th day. 
Autopsies 
revealed clear-cut 
lung cancers 
in 14 of these 
dogs. 
Ten of these dogs died of lung 
diseases such as emphysema, 
fibrosis and pulmonary heart 
disease, the scientists 
said. 
Seven 
died 
of 
pulmonary 
infarction.

“ I don’t think he’s clearly 
understood he was representing

By JOAN HAN AUER 
NEW YORK (UPI)-This is 
the* time of year when panic 
pervades millions of American 
homes, as anxious teen-agers 
and their academically ambi­ 
tious parents eye the postman 
with anxiety and hope.

the colleges of the youngster’s 
choice. For some, he will bring 
acceptance at several colleges. 
For those less gifted or less 
realistic in their choices of 
colleeres to which they applied, 
he 
will 
bring nothing 
but 
rejection. 
Don’t despair, advises Harold 
Zuckerman, who heads the New 
York City Board of Education’s 
College Bound program, and he 
explains: 
“ Students who have mis­ 
judged in af4)lying to colleges 
and have been turned down by 
all their choices can go to a 
college clearing house. It’s a 
rare student who applies to one 
of these centers who will not be 
picked up by some colleges.” 
Zuckerman said there are 
two major non-profit clearing 
houses-the College Admissions 
Assistance Center (461 Park 
Ave. South) in New York City, 
and the College Admissions 
Center 
(801 
Davis St.) in 
Evanston, 111. 
The centers, he said, charge 
a $20 fee and will send a 
student’s record to colleges 
throughout the country-almost 
all of them fully accredited 
colleges so that transfer can be 
possible later in the youngster’s 
academic 
career 
if he so 
wishes. 
Meredith Norcross, director 
of 
the 
College 
Admissions 
Assistance Center, agreed that 
applications to either center 
(“ We’re in friendly competi­ 
tion” ) would bring results. 
The common reply date by 
which 
most colleges inform 
applicants of acceptance or 
rejection) and still others after 
May 1 (the date by which most 
colleges insist students enroll.) 
“ Some of these kids have 


applied 
to 
all Ivy 
League 
colleges,” she said, “ and find 
out in April they’ve been turned 
down. It’s rough on these kids— 
they don’t know where to turn 
and it’s too 
late 
to apply 
directly to other colleges.” 
What the student can do, she 
said, is contact a center such 
as hers. After receiving the 
student’s application form and 
fee, 
the center obtains the 
student’s high school transcript 
and makes up a profile that is 
sent to all colleges using the 
service. 
The student can expect to 
receive applications from coll^ 
ges interested in him. 
He 
replies in the usual manner. 
“ They aren’t agpplying to a 
pig in a poke,” Miss Norcross 
said, “ since the college already 
has expressed interest in them. 
I have one bit of advice for 
students—research before ap­ 
plying. There are very good 
schools you may never have 
heard of. Don’t be provincial.”

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Ex-bellop saving Pilots 


for Seattle ball fans

SEATTLE (UPI>—Thanks to 
the 
leadership 
of 
former 
bellhop Ed Carlson, now board 
chairman of the Seattle-based 
Western International Hotels, 
the American League Pilots 
likely will stay in Seattle. 
It all depends upon whether 
or not the league meeting in 
Chicago 
next 
Tuesday 
will 
ratify 
Carlson’s 
plan 
for 
purchase of the franchise by a 
combination 
controlled by a 
nonprofit corporation. 
Carlson, who collected more 
than 
$300 
a month in tips 
during the depression of the 
1930’s, announced Thursday a 
local drive to collect enough 
cash and credit to buy the 
Pilots 
was 
“ a 
resounding 
success.” 
“ We hope and believe that 
this remarkable demonstration 
of civic pride and financial 
commitment will convince the 
American League to retain the 
Pilots’ franchise in Seattle on a 
permanent basis,” he told a 
news conference. 
“ I believe we are creating 
something which will reinforce 
baseball’s special position as a 
sport, 
not 
a 
business, 
and 
return to the community the 
revenue generated by publlic 
enthusiasm 
for major league 
baseball in Seattle,” he said. 


Carlson said the total cost to 
acquire the team was $11.5 
million, including $2 million for 
operating capital over the next 
few years. 
His 
financial 
formula 
is 
sim ilar to the one which made 
a success of Seattle’s 
1962 
World’s 
Fair. Off that track 
record, it would seem Carlson’s 
optimism is bad news to those 
who have been waiting for a 
chance to move the Seattle club 
to Dallas-Fort Worth or Mil­ 
waukee. 
He said when he telephoned 
his latest progress report to AL 
President Joe Cronin, 
“ Mr. 
Cronin was very pleased.” 
“ He has offered the league’s 
whole - hearted cooperation to 
Seattle 
and 
extended 
the 
deadline for final report until 
Feb.5 10 when the league is 
scheduled to meet in Chicago,” 
Carlson said. 
If the league approves, the 
Pilots 
will 
be owned by a 
nonprofit corporation composed 
of at least 60 businesses, labor 
organizations and individuals 
along with 23 other firms and 
individuals who have invested 
cash in limited partnerships. 
Carlson said enough cash and 
credit has been commited to 
carry, the club through 1973, the 
year when the Seattle domed 
stadium 
is 
scheduled 
for 


completion. 
After 
the 
1974 
season, he said revenues should 
enable the nonprofit corporation 
to buy out the limited partners. 


From then on, any profits 
would be distributed to civic 
and charitable organizations. 


The purchase 
involves $1 
million in original stock invest­ 
ment, $1.5 million in sharehol­ 
der notes, a $3.5 million Bank 
of California note, a $2 million 
concessionaire note, $651,000 
in other long term debt and 
$821,000 current liabilities. 


Carlson said the source of 
fonds includes $3.5 million in 
limited partnerships, $2.5 mil­ 
lion through underwriting by 
the nonprofit corporation and 
the bank and concessionaire’s 
notes. 


Cleveland 
industrialist WiL 
liam Daley, one of the current 
owners, has agreed to stay in 
with a limited partnership of 
$1.5 
million. 
Other original 
owners, mainly brothers Dewey 
and Max Soriano of Seattle, 
would not be in the new group. 


Carlson said that with the 
strong local backing demon­ 
strated he is optimistic he can 
work out a financing plan with 
the bank.

SHAVING STROKES

T h e S w i n g (7) 


It is obvious that you can 
hit a good shot even if you 
follow through awkwardly, 
for nothing you do after the 
ball leaves the clubhead is 
going to influence where the 
ball goes. A sound follow- 
through. however, is still a 
vital element in a golf swing 
because it helps insure that 
everything that went before 
was properly done 
What is a good f ol l ow- 
through? Here again, there 
are three elements involved; 
1.) How the hands finish, 2.) 
how the right shoulder fin­ 
ishes and 3.) the position of 
the head. 
Ideally, the hands should 
finish high. This indicates 
that you have brought them 
straight through the impact 
area and out toward the tar­ 
get. If the hands finish past 
and below the left shoulder, 
it usually means the swing 
has been too flat or the 
wrists have rolled over ex­ 
cessively at impact. At the 
same time, the right shoul­ 
der should stay down and 
underneath the left. This in­ 
dicates that you have hit 
straight through the ball with 
all your power and not pulled 
the* face of the club across 
it. 
Finally, the head should 
be kept down, but slightly 
tilted, to the point where 
ou watch the flight of the 
all almost entirely out of

Dissecting mixed meta­ 
phors they can do at Ken­ 
yon. but dissecting, as in 
zone defenses, is still a verb 
of puzzling tense. 
But when Kenyon basket­

There is, he says, more to 
be appreciated in basketball 


than offenses and defenses 
and lighted red numbers on 
black scoreboards. 


" I look upon basketball as

It is the fluidity 
of five people intertwining 
towards a single goal. It is a 
form of individual expres­

“ Basketball enabled me to 
discover the

feelings 
that accompany the pursuit 
of perfection. I now can ap­ 
preciate what a musician ex­ 
periences as he strives for 
the perfect blending of notes, 
or a writer for the perfect 
arrangement of words, or an 
electrician for the precise 
alignment of circuits. I can 
also appreciate the feeling 
when failure occurs. 


■ Basketball is people and 
it is emotion and it is re­ 
lease, but one cannot lose 
sight of it as merely some­ 
thing secondary in an aca­ 
demic climate. Statistics are 
one-dimensional and so is 
publicity. I never read about 
myself 
because 
only 
one 
small segment of my total 
person is being revealed. It 
is unfortunate that the pub­ 
lic’s reaction to achievement 
is 
one-dimensional, 
too. 
I 
consider it tragic to be con­ 
sidered as something else 
first and a human being sec­ 
ond.” 
At Kenyon, where he is a 
celebrity of sorts—or possi­ 
bly an object of curiosity, of 
sorts—Rinka is an English 
major (his favorite author is 
Herman 
Hess 
but, 
lately, 
he has become interested in 
psychic phenomenon). He is 
planning 
on 
a 
career 
of 
Celtics using unprintable term

teaching 
and 
coaching 
in 
high schools, but pro basket­ 
ball is a possibility, regard­ 
less of the slim c h a n c e s 
of being drafted by one of 
the pro teams. 
“ At my size, I would only

thought I would have an easy 
time making one of the pro 
teams. But I am willing to 
give it a try. I am also pre­

Mules vs. ’ copters 


One of the nagging questions of the Vietnam war —from a 
strictly practical standpoint and Ignoring the larger questions 
of moralityorinternationalpollticalstrategy —ishow the great­ 
est 
military power in the world could have allowed itself to 
be held at bay, 
both in the field and at the negotiating table, 
by one of the mos,t m ilitarily primitive powers. 
The Vietnam conflict is now the longest this nation ever en­ 
gaged in, the second costliest in terms of money and, by a 
narrowing margin, third costliest in terms of battle deaths. 


The answer may be that we were too powerful, too dazzled 
by the sophistication of our weaponry and, far from being guilty 
of the error of engaging in a ground war in Asia, which so 
many 
generals warned against, actually made the mistake of 
failing to fight a ground war. Instead, we tried to win it from 
the air. 
What 
we 
really needed in Vietnam, thinks one military 
analyst, Maj. Michael J. F. Parrino, USAF (Ret.), was fewer 
helicopters and more mules. 


Rather than “ search and destroy,” including destroying vil­ 
lages “ in order to save them,” sand then leaving an area to be 
retaken by the enemy, the strategy should have been to attack 
and occupy with traditional field armies. And in the rugged 
jungles and highlands of Vietnam, 
pack artillery would have 
been the only adequate form of support for a field army, he 
says. 
TTie Army, of course, no longer has any mules. But it has 
lost more than 3,500 helicopters in Vietnam and an unrevealed 
number of crewmen. 
The tactical 
airmobility that has been employed in Viet- 
na, 
revolving mainly around the helicopter, “ has probably

Vehicle bids 


been the most overrated and costly ever undertaken by any 
army in the history of warfare,” writes Parrino. 
The British guerrilla war 
expert. Sir Robert Thompson, 
whose observations have deeply impressed President Nixon, 
has also indicted this overreliance on the helicopter. 
“ It was a matter of blind faith that aggressiveness and mo­ 
bility, 
combined with a fast reaction, constituted the initia­ 
tive,” he wrote in “ No Exit From Vietnam,” published last 
year. “ It exaggerated the two great weaknesses in the Amer­ 
ican character — impatience and aggressiveness. 
“ Because 
helicopters are wonderful pieces of gadgetry, 
particularly 
in the hands of experienced and courageous 
crews, they have proved a fatal fascination for military com­ 
manders. Even when the real military situation was deteriorat­ 
ing, they still made it possible for American forces to go on 
chasing Viet Cong and North Vietnamese ‘round the “ boon­ 
docks.” 
“ The novelty of their tactical use scored many encourag­ 
ing successes 
in battle, but winning battles does not neces­ 
sarily 
mean 
winning 
wars when those battles are merely 
prolonging and magnifying the strategic error.” 
Nor is the argument now rendered academic because the 
President has clearly decided upon the gradual 
withdrawal 
of American combat troops. U.S. support elements, including 
helicopters, will remain in Vietnam for a long time to come, 
even after the ground war is “ Vietnamized.” 
Were the presence of American airmobility to encourage 
Vietnamese 
commanders to duplicate the tactics of their 
American counterparts, it would not only “ prolong and mag­ 
nify” the basic 
strategic error of that war but the suffering 
of the Vietnamese people as well. 


The city council this week had the urv 
enviable job of deciding whether to ac­ 
cept or reject the out-ot-town low bids 
on vehicles, thus possibly going with 
Lompoc dealer bids which were consi(l> 
erably higher. 
Their decision to go with the local 
bids 
was, 
basical­ 
ly, the best one. 
The three council- 
men whose votes de­ 
cided the issue re­ 
served the right to 
be flexible in determ­ 
ining what might be 
the lowest possible 
cost to the taxpay­ 
er. 
They did, however, 
set a standard that 
was quite flexible with one bid but turned 
out to be rather rigid with another. 
Their decision to accept the Lompoc 
Ford dealer bid of a little more than 
$200 more per police car appears to be 
a just one considering the record of 
performance for Fords, its relatively 
low frequency of repair record and the 
fact that police cars are emergency 
vehicles and the city cannot afford to 
keep them tied up for long periods of 
time during repairs. 
Acceptance of the out-of-town low bid 
would mean the vehicles would have to 
be taken out of town for certain repair 
jobs, which would cost the city both time 
and money. 
Concerning 
the 
compact 
cars for 


the city car pool, however, it is possible 
the council erred. 
The Plymouth Valiant, which was turn­ 
ed down, is a highly rated car with a 
low frequency of repair record. It is pos­ 
sible that with such a record, even in 
having to take the vehicles out of town 
for some repair jobs, the more than $200 
savings per car on the low bid would 
have been more beneficial to the city and 
the taxpayer. 
The council decided on the fourth low­ 
est bid, from a Lompoc dealer for a 
Chevy Nova. 
The deed is done, however, and, acti> 
ally, if the three members of the сошь 
cil prove to be right — the city still 
loses. 
If the cars turn out to be of such 
poor quality — and there is no way to 
predict this from one year to the next 
despite a previous good record — that 
repair 
jobs are numerous, then these 
council members were right. Numerous 
repair jobs in local shops would be 
less expensive than taking the car out 
of town. 
However, the purchase of such a ve- 
hide, in constant need of repair, would 
not have been a good buy for the tax­ 
payer, 
• 
On the other hand, if the cars turn 
out to be so good they never need war­ 
ranty repair, consequently would never 
have been taken out of town in the first 
place, then the city has lost the savings 
on the low bid. 
Although I basically agree with the 


decision reached — only on the basis of 
possible savings to taxpayers, not just 
for buying locally for the sake of buying 
locally — I also agree witli those two 
council members who fought for all the 
low bids. 
If out of town bidders are not to be 
considered because they are from out 
of town, then they should not have been 
included in the bidding. The council made 
this original error in calling for bids 
from out of town.

Since there definitly was no collabor­ 
ation between the city clerk and the Rec­ 
ord reporter on the remarks it appears 
strange that both suddenly are wrong and 
need to be changed.

when Lyndon Johnson finally gave him 
his blessing. As vice-president, after 
an initial attempt to halt the escalation 
of the war in ' ietnam, he joined the team 
and became one of the most loyal sup­ 
porters of the President’s 
Vietnam 
policy. 
'Hie climax for Humphrey came with 
the first of Johnson’s television inter­ 
views with Walter Cronkite. His former

really cut him up.

in his Salt Lake 
City speech he pro 
mised to halt the bombings of North 
Vietnam if he were elected President.

“ I sat there listening to that inter­ 
view uud I got so mad that I began to talk 
bdi’k to the television screen. It was 
with that speech on September 30 that we 
began to get over the Chicago holocaust 
and have a real chance to win.” 
Johnbjn’s 
role during the past year 
has U en stranger than strange. In the 
siditude of the Texas ranch he has been 
tailoring the history of his five years in 
the White House to suit himself. His only 
■ lose advisor is Walt Rostow who was 
his counselor on national security af­ 
fairs 
At his elbow 
hour after hour 
Ri'stow confirmed the escalation policy 
and propagandized 
the rosy view that 
With only a little more effort 
the war 
would be won Now a professor at the 
Univer.sity of Texas 
at Austin, Rostow 
is always on hand, his loyalty undimin­ 
ished. 
ITesident Nixon has carefully culti­ 
vated his predecessor, 
giving a birth­ 
day party for him at the summer White 
House at San Clemente and naming a 
stand of surviving 
redwood trees for 
Mrs. Johnson, 
Recently Henry Kis­ 
singer, 
Rostow’s successor in the na­ 
tional security slot, 
flew to the ranch 
to give Johnson a lengthy briefing. Ros­ 
tow sat in at that session. 
F or President Nixon the careful cul­ 
tivation of his predecessor 
in the of­ 
fice is both shrewd politics and astute 
policy 
While Mr. Nixon has by impli­ 
cation criticized 
the Johnson admin­ 
istration 
for failing to equip and train 


the South Vietnamese army to takeover 
the fighting, he has avoided any direct 
attack on the Johnson 
policy. 
Having 
accepted such a close relationship, as­ 
suming the posture 
of benign 
elder 
statesman, the former 
President can 
hardly 
disagree with the direction of 
Nixon policy no matter how it goes. 
In the second interview 
soon to be 
released Johnson pays his respects to the 
media, notably the columnists and com­ 
mentators who ventured to criticize him. 
But he can hardly fail to throw anoth­ 
er harpoon or two into the vice-president 
who served so restively in harness with 
a temperamental chief. 


From the other end of the spectrum, 
an assemblage of new leftists meeting in 
New 
York 
marked down 
Humphrey 
in Minnesota and 
Adlai Stevenson ni 
in Illinois as two candidates they meant 
to defeat. This, says Humphrey, should 
be a help. He talks today chiefly about 
political and electoral 
reform 
as he 
did to 8,000 students and faculty at Kan­ 
sas State University in the course of a 
crowded 
24 hours. Each day is unbe­ 
lievably 
crowded for this aspostle of 
nearly perpetual motion.

woman. Because of the principals in­

it is given intensive press cov­ 
erage 
anyway 
leading to publication 
of much that 
was said 
behind closed 
doors as well as much that was not. No 
one was on trial. It was just a hearing 
to get at the facts. Ev­ 
eryone agreed no new 
evidence 
had 
been 
presented to the court. 
It 
isn’t hard 
to 
guess 
the principals 
involved. 
Another 
judge 
in 
New 
Jersey 
releas­ 
ed to the press and 
public 
1,200 
pages 
of 
wiretap 
trans­ 
scripts which cannot be introduced as 
evidence in the trials of the men they 
concern. Two justifications for this un­ 
usual action have been offered: the 
jury 
has been sequestered and will not 
see the file; 
it involves 
members of 
the Mafia and the public should be told 
about it. 
The inconsistencies are obvious. Edi­ 
tor and Publisher points out. An ordi­ 
nary individual is justified in wondering 
whether his “ rights” in similar cases 
would depend upon who and what he is. 


Four Army agents, using fradulent let­ 
ters of accreditation, were issued press 
cards by the U.S. high command in Viet­ 
nam, it was reported last week The ag­ 
ents had planned to mingle with the reg­ 
ular press corps to determine whether 
and how reporters got information that 
had not been issued officially. 
Editor of United Press International, 
Roger Tatarian, comments: 
“ It would not be difficult to dismiss 
. . . if there were any assurance that it 
had never happened before. Unfortunate­ 
ly, 
there can be no acceptable assur­ 
ance 
in an area where deception is the 
mark of success. So all we have for 
sure Is confirmation that this particu­ 
lar effort to use the press as a cover 
for something else failed. 
“ Tlie notion that the American press 
corps abroad is infested with CIA and 
other agents is firmly 
held in many 
foreign 
countries. This confirmation 
that a U.S. agency did indeed try to plant 
its operatives in the press corps is not 
going to make life any easier for Amer­ 
ican reporters in some foreign capitals.”
